DIVORCE

On a resort island off the shore of the north- 
ern suburbs, Christine Perry parried like a 
rock star at a haven that touts itself as the Key 
West of the Midwest. 

But the journey to Blarney Island near An- 
tioch took much longer than a five-minute 
boat ride. Shed been planning the party for 
months— to ring in the end of her marriage. 

Surrounded by 200 friends and fake palm 
trees, Perry wore a pink sash and belted out 
an ’80s song with a band last month when 
she commemorated the demise of her 12-year 
union. She was legally divorced in April. 

“It’s basically like a bachelorette party but a 
divorce party,” said Perry, 38, who lives in Elk 
Grove Village and is a promoter and editorial 
coordinator for the Chicago Rocker newslet- 
ter Perry said she hosted the party because 
she was “definitely ready to celebrate a new 
start.” 

As the national divorce rate hovers at 3*4 di- 
vorces per 1,000 people in the U.S* — a decline 
since the 1980s— couples from Hollywood to 
Chicago are warming to the idea of boister- 
ous breakup blow-outs. These divorce parties 
can be as costly as weddings, involving cheeky 
nods to that milestone event— from planners 
and party favors to gift registries that aim to 
get back lost appliances considered casualties. 
Some Chicago businesses have cashed in as 
well: Novelty guide business Wbird Chicago 
Tours offers a “Free At T^st” divorce party 
tour, and local bakeries have been known to 
whip up a gory divorce cake or two* 

“Most significant life ewe nts— whether it’s 
marriage, death, graduation, birth — we have 


an event where we have friends and family 
around us to help us,” said Christine Galla- 
gher, an L* A. -based divorce party planner* 
“'lypically in divorce, people are isolated and 
it’s difficult* This is a way to bring community 
around to help you move on*” 

Celebrities have certainly keyed into the 
trend. Rocker Jack White took the unusual 
step of hosting a joint divorce party with his 
ex last month in Nashville* Reality star Sh an- 
na Moakler partied in Las Vegas when she 
separated from Blink 182’s Travis Barker in 
2006, a fete complete with a cake of a bride 
and bloocfy groom. 


According to Gallagher, the idea of divorce 
parties, which she said arc popular in Eng- 
land, has become more mainstream in Amer- 
ica. Tier business has grown over the years in 
part due to media coverage, she said* 

The basics: Usually, the woman throws the 
party— or a friend or relative organizes it for 
her* Kids generally are a no-no, and surprise 
divorce parties are never recommended* 
Gallagher said she organizes a couple of 
divorce parties a month and tries to let the 
divorcees feel a full spectrum of emotions. 
For example, there might be speeches by sup- 
porters or a ceremonial burning of photos or 


wedding veils. 

Often there’s cake, too. 

Peter Rios, owner and executive pastry 
chef at Alliance Bakery in Wicker Park, made 
a to -inch divorce cake eight months ago for 
a woman* The cake showed a bride holding a 
shovel burying the groom. 

“It was a bit unusual. Usually cakes are for 
celebrations of some sort or another. 'I'his was 
a celebration in a jaded way,” Rios said. 

Mary Doheny a licensed clinical psycholo- 
gist at 'I'he Family Institute at Northwestern 
University, is skeptical about what a divorce 
party will accomplish. 

“A party, I think, can’t possibly bring clo- 
sure,” she said. “It’s more about giving the 
pretense that this is just fine, we’re not fazed 
by it and let’s all celebrate and go on to have 
wonderful IHts.” 

Getting closure can take time and happens 
only once there’s an understanding of how the 
marriage got off track and how to avoid mis- 
steps in future relationships, Doheny said. 

“It is sad,” Gallagher said. “We don’t just 
have a party and everything is great*” 

The guest of honor has to come to terms 
with the divorce and be reaefy to move on. 
Perry admits she had conflicting feelings 
the day of her party “I'he whole time up until 
it, I was so excited and couldn’t wait for it,” 
she said. “On that day I thought, ‘Oh my gosh 
this is really real. 'Ibis has happened.’ ” 

Still, she chooses not to focus on the past 
and is not bitter about the idea of marriage, 
she said. She’s ready to move on, and the di- 
vorce party signifies that: “This is kind of the 
ending to something and the start of some-

Tales from some 
of Chicago’s 
hottest jobs 


Whether by water, shade or air con- 
ditioning, most Chicagoans have one 
thing on their minds during a searing 
summer heat wave: escape. But for 
some who earn their living outdoors, 
there is no choice but to shoulder the 
sun. Here’s a look at just three who 
endure the heat, tribune 


Window installers 

Atop a Chicago skyscraper, there is no 
shade, nowhere to run from the sun. On 
Wednesday, Jay Cunningham, 52, worked 
beneath the pulsing heat, installing windows 
at a towering construction site on South Wa- 
bash Avenue. 

“It’s a mental battle,” said Cunningham, 
a Local 63 ironworker. “You just have to do 
what you have to do and not let the weath- 
er creep in. It’s basically us versus the ele- 
ments.” 

But the midday sun can be a relentless foe. 

The large glass plates Cunningham works 
with weigh up to 1,600 pounds and must be 
lowered into place along the building’s edge, 
often reflecting and focusing the sunlight 
onto the laborers’ deeply tanned faces and 
arms. 

“It’s like being in an oven,” Cunningham 
said. 

Zookeepers 

Slogging through the still, heavy air Wednes- 
day morning, Anthony Nielsen’s first 
thoughts were of lions and seals. 

Nielsen, 37, is the Lincoln Park Zoo’s lead 
animal keeper for the lion house and seal pool. 

He estimates that he spends about 70 per- 
cent of his job outside, cleaning the grounds 
and caring for the animals. 

Nielsen protects his charges against the 
dangerously high temperatures with a can- 
nonry of cold: large fans, ice cubes and even 
meat popsicles, known as “bloodsicles,” for 
his carnivorous wards. 

“The heat does take a toll on them,” 
Nielsen said. “The cats {especially} don’t 
want to move.” 

But when Nielsen himself can’t handle the 
sun anymore, relief can always be found in 
the red panda room. It’s kept at a comfort- 
able 68 degrees.

Asphalt pavers 

What’s hotter than the city this 
week? Molten asphalt. 

By midmorning Wednesday an 
eight-man crew was already toil- 
ing in 90-degree temperatures, 
pouring 200 -degree asphalt at a 
Darien apartment complex. 

“The work’s got to be done,” 
said Saul Mancera, foreman for 
S&H Paving Co. 

Wet bandanas and T-shirts 
wrapped over their heads, the 
laborers guzzled water to keep 
cool. When the heat index ex- 
ceeds 1 15 degrees, workers must 
take 15-minute breaks for every 
30 minutes of work, Mancera 
said. The pace of their furious 
work naturally decreases. 

“Typically, we try to move as 
fast as we can, but we slow our- 
selves down,” Mancera said. 


HOW 
HOT 
WAS IT? 

Chicago just 
missed setting a 
record on a day 
when residents 
felt they had every 
right to claim the 
title. 

The high tem- 
perature peaked 
Wednesday at 
99 degrees around 
3 p.m. at O’Hare, 
the city’s official 
recording sta- 
tion, then slowly 
started dropping, 
according to the 
National Weather 
Service. But it did 
hit 100 elsewhere: 
Lansing, Wheeling, 
even Northerly 
Island. 

The last time it 
officially hit 100 
in Chicago was in 
2005. 

The smothering 
humidity, which 
hovered around 
50 percent, made 
it feel about 10 de- 
grees hotter than 
the temperature 
reading. 

After peaking at 
108.5 degrees, 
the heat index 
in Chicago fell 
to 107.2 degrees 
around 5 p.m. at 
O’Hare. Northerly 
Island registered 
the highest heat 
index in the area 
as of 5 p.m. at 109 
degrees. Aurora 
registered 108 de- 
grees, Joliet 105 
and Midway 107.

Injured nanny 
recalls crash 
in Gold Coast

Seconds before the pickup truck barreled 
over a curb and slammed into her, Jennifer 
Anton noticed shocked looks on the faces 
of nearby pedestrians. 

Next thing she knew she was facedown 
on the sidewalk, Anton said. 

“I just remember screaming in pain,” 
Anton said Tuesday at a news conference 
in her lawyer’s office to call attention to 
a lawsuit against the truck driver and the 
city of Chicago. “I could just feel that I was 
broken.” 

Anton’s pelvis and legs were shattered 
in the crash. The 25-year-old nanny had 
been out for a walk with a child under her 
care on May 21 when a Chicago Streets and 
Sanitation truck ran into her. She was able 
to push the stroller out of the way before 
she was hit, and the toddler’s father later 
hailed her as a hero. 

The truck driver, Dwight Washington, 
a laborer for the city, was found to have a 
blood-alcohol concentration of 0.183 per- 
cent, more than twice the legal limit to 
drive, police said. 

The midday crash at Cedar and Rush 
streets in the Gold Coast left six other pe- 
destrians injured. 

Washington was charged with felony 
drunken driving causing bodily harm and 
ticketed for transporting and carrying al- 
cohol, failing to reduce speed and negli- 
gent driving. 

Anton and the child she was caring for 
are plaintiffs in separate civil suits against 
both the city and Washington. The suits 
claim that Washington’s supervisors 
“knew or should have known” he was driv- 
ing drunk. 

Anton, who has braces on both her legs, 
said she has undergone ii surgeries. She 
said she still has no feeling in her right foot 
and is not expected to walk again until 
sometime next year.

Grammy-winning R&B singer R. Kelly 
underwent emergency throat surgery 
and will be unable to perform for an 
indefinite period, his spokesman said 
Wednesday 

The 44-year-old Kelly whose real 
name is Robert Kelly was in severe 
pain and was rushed to a Chicago hos- 
pital Tuesday where an abscess on one 
of his tonsils was drained, according 
to a statement from spokesman Allan 
Mayer. 

Kelly just completed the U.S. leg of 
his worldwide “Love Letter” tour, but it 
was not known when he will be able to 
resume performing, the statement said. 

In his last tweet a week ago, Kelly 


wrote that he did not want to take any 
more medicine. “I feel like my throat is 
coming back. I’ve been in bed sweating 
like crazy Thanks guys.” 

Kelly whose hits include “Tbu Re- 
mind Me of Something” and “I Believe 
I Can Fly” first gained fame in the early 
1990S, and he enjoyed a solid career well 
into the 2000s. 

In more recent years, however, Kel- 
ly’s music career has often been eclipsed 
by legal troubles. 

In 2008, a Chicago jury acquitted 
him of child pornography charges, and 
recently court documents have shown 
him a year behind on mortgage pay- 
ments for his multimillion-dollar man- 
sion in suburban Chicago.

Alleged 
sex ring 
busted 

NEW YORK Seventeen people and five “corpora- 
tions” connected to a New Yorlc City escort ser- 
vice were indicted in Brooldyn on Wednesday charged 
with running a high-price prostitution and drug ring. 

The alleged racket earned more than $7 million in 
three years, catering to high-rolling customers who 
could drop more than $10,000 a night, according to 
the Kings County District Attorne/s Office. 

The 144-count indictment includes allegations of 
enterprise corruption, promoting prostitution, money 
laundering, and criminal sale of a controlled substance 
against High Class NY, an escort service based in the 
Sheepshead Bay neighborhood of Brooklyn. 

Among the individuals named in the documents are 
High Class NY’s owners, four members of the Mikhail 
Yampolsky family Eleven High Class NY managers 
and two of the escort service’s largest financial inves- 
tors, Efim Gorelik and Yakov Maystrovich, also are 
indicted. They could face up to 25 years in prison if 
convicted. 

“We are not going to run from this. We intend to 
fight these charges,” said Joseph Mure, attorney for 
Jonathan Yampolskaya and Alexander Yampolsky 
Mikhail’s son. 

Two escorts are separately indicted on prostitution 
and drug-related charges. 

Eees for High Class NY’s escort services allegedly 
ranged from $400 per hour to more than $3,600 per 
hour, and clients often spent more than $10,000 in one 
night, according to the indictment. Authorities claim 
the money paid for sexual contact with the escorts.

Unfriendly confines 


Cubs manager calls 
out Castro, Barney for 
missing infield popup 

The Cubs maybe a veteran-laden team on the 
road to nowhere, seemingly playing in a vir- 
tual fog on a near daily basis. 

But after losing 9-1 to the Phillies on 
Wednesday on the hottest day of the year at 
Wrigley Field, manager Mike Quade lashed 
out at two of his youngest and most produc- 
tive players, saying a blown first-inning popup 
“set the tone” for the loss. 

Starlin Castro’s misplay on Michael Mar- 
tinez’s routine popup ignited a two-run first 


inning against Ryan Dempster, who allowed 
six runs before being lifted for a pinch hitter 
after three innings. Darwin Barney was cited 
for a failure to communicate. 

“Let’s put the negativity behind us, play with 
some freaking intensity and continue to work 
on playing the game the way we need to play— 
and we’re not,” Quade said. ‘And it’s not univer- 
sal. We have to clean up some specific areas.” 

A game-time temperature of 97 degrees 
made for difficult conditions, though Phil- 
lies starter Vance Worley was able to breeze 
through eight innings. 

Quade absolved his veterans, intensity- 
wise, specifically pointing to Marlon Byrd and 
Aramis Ramirez. But he had a long talk with 


shortstop Castro and second baseman Barney 
after the game, then threw both under the 
bus during his postgame press briefing. 

“Demp wasn’t as sharp as you’d want, but 
we set a bad tone there, and you have to stop,” 
Quade said. “Ball’s in the sun, they’re commu- 
nicating, ‘Cassie’ thought he had that all the 
way ... I look back at this whole game and 
look at that play The sun has been in the same 
damn spot for however long Wrigley Field has 
been here, and those are the kinds of mistakes

The team behind Webster’s

It’s been a minute since 
a new wine bar has 
piqued our interest. 

Created by the folks 
behindWebster’s Wine Bar (1480 W Webster 
Ave.) and The Bluebird (1749 N. Damen Ave.), the 


project was at first dubbed Smith, but changed 
to the only-slight-less-generic Telegraph after a 
similarly named New York restaurant threatened 
trouble. But the name debacle certainly didn’t 
seem to slow them down any— just two weeks into 
its run, the bar and restaurant already is drawing 
big weeknight crowds. So we stopped by to see if 
the crowds were just there to try something new 
or if Telegraph had enough substance to keep 
people coming back for more.

Location, location, location 

It doesn’t get much more convenient that being just a 
few steps from the Logan Square Blue Line stop. Insist 
on driving? If you can’t find street parking, try the lot just 
around the corner on Kinzie, just across from Longman 
& Eagle. 

More than meets the eye 

As I walked into the spot around 7:30 p.m., I worried that 
my friends and I would be waiting forever for a table. The 
main dining room holds a sizable bar and a handful of 
tables. But don’t worry— there’s more seating around the 
corner. Slide through the short hallway and the rear of 
the restaurant and you’re in a whole second dining room 
that mirrors the first. Three cheers for breathing room. 

Some serious style 

Everyone was impressed with the calm, sleek look and 
stunning dark-wood bar. With tables perched in the wide 
front windows for perfect people-watching, this easily 
works as well for date night as it does for a few rounds 



with friends. Telegraph is set to stay open until 2 or 3 a.m. daily, so no 
need to rush out the door. 

Don’t be intimidated 

The idea of a wine bar can be intimidating for the casual wine drinker. 
No need to panic here— the menu is incredibly user-friendly with 
down-to-earth descriptions and glasses hovering around the $8 mark. 
Check out this one from the 2009 Heidi Schrock dry muscat ($8 
per glass): “Wdight florals, mouthwatering acidity & a polished total 
feel, this is as charming as Heidi.” (And it was.) A small selection of 
imported brews (none of which we’d ever tasted before— time to 
experiment!) and spirits are available, too. 

The one downfall 

There was just one thing that really stood in the way of our night at 
Telegraph being a total success: the wait for food. Despite ordering 
only small plates, it took more than 30 minutes for our olives ($6)

We’ll be back 
for dinner 

The kitchen redeemed itself for the 
sluggish output by serving up some truly 
impressive bites. The crostini with cured 
salmon ($ii) and mascarpone was surpris- 
ingly light and refreshing, cut with the 
perfect amount of saltiness from the roe. 
The toasted cake ($9) also is not to be 
missed: Its warm, crispy edges blissfully 
countered the rose ice cream and rasp- 
berry jam. My group stuck with smaller, 
shareable dishes this time but couldn’t 
help staring at the main course options: 
Smoked waUeye? Grilled lamb? We’re in. 



Bottom line 

Get here soon. Telegraph already has a well-de- 
served buzz and should have no trouble becom- 
ing another destination spot for Logan Square. If 
this were down the street from my place, you’d 
better believe I’d be stopping by for a glass (and 
more of that cake) whenever I could.

At the office, my desk sits 
squarely between two ladies who 
previously held my job; Three 
generations of nightlife produc- 
ers, all in a row 

So when I started complain- 
ing about bottle sendee recently, 
everyone had a story to share — 
memories of Reserve kicking 
things off in the West Txiop and 
Stone Lotus mixing it up with 
food pairing^. 

The conclusion? Five-plus years 
later, weVe kind of over it* 

My latest frustration with the 
aged trend came in the form of 
Studio Paris, where a two-bottle minimum for weekend 
table resen^ations quickly killed my daydreams of loung- 
ing on the sleek, breeicy rooftop with a group of friends. 
Yes, you can grab a cocktail without a reserv^ation at 
Studio Paris— but entrance is not guaranteed without that 
reservation and you can count on standing. Not a deal- 
breaker, but not exactly the way I want to spend my Friday 
night. With bottles starting around $250 and my friends on 
starting salaries— well, you get the idea. 'I'hat^s rent money, 
folks. 


The decision to require bottle service for a table or even 
entry to a club is clear enough: You have to draw the line 
somewhere. Spots offer bottle service either to give certain 
areas of the club a WIP’' feel or they use it as a wx^ed-out 
measure* Some people want to feel like they're doing some- 
thing not everyone can do — as long as there are people in 
Chicago willing to drop hundreds on a bottle of vodka that 
costs at less than S30 at Jewel, it makes perfect sense for 
clubs to keep offering. 

But plenty of cocktail spots (see: The Aviary and The 
Office, The Drawing Room or The Violet Hour) manage 
to maintain an exclusive feel without requiring you to sit in 
one spot all night and down a bottle with five friends. 

Pm sure if the planets aligned and my friends were in the 
right mood, at the right club and all had our tax refunds, 
we might consider bottle service. And we’d probably have a 
damn good time too. 

Until a spot starts doing something new and innovative 
with bottle service. Pm not about it. Using bottle service 
as the only way to gain entry to a spot may help keep its 
reputation up in some circles, but it's also a good way to 
drive away people willing to throw down decent money on 
cocktaib— if they could just get seat without an ice bucket 
attached.

I’m quite lazy you 
see. ... {“Potter” author] J.K. Rowling had told me a 
few years previously that she’d just finished the book 
and that she’d written this amazing bit for Neville 
Longbottom. And she wouldn’t tell me what it is, but 
that it was going to be good. So then I read the book 
and was just totally blown away by it. 
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Are there any scenes throughout the series 
that you wish had made it into the movie? 

There was one scene I really wanted to see 
where Neville visits his parents in St. Mun- 
go’s Hospital. Just because it really summed 
up why Neville is as he is, really ... There’s 
a really tender moment where his mother 
gives him that sweet wrapper and his gran 
just misses it so she doesn’t know what she’s 
doing, but to Neville it means the world. The 
thought that his mother’s giving him a gift, 
no matter how insignificant. Everything he 
does is for them, and that’s where his courage 
comes from, that’s where his loyalty comes 
from— it’s from his parents. 

It’s cool to talk to you now that the movie’s 
out and people have seen it. I think a lot of 
people are wondering what’s with ail this 
Neviile-Luna innuendo? 

Teah! Well, basically, it was just, you know, 
something that Steve Kloves put in the 
screenplay And, you know, a lot of the fans 
were sort of enjoying the whole Neville-Luna 
thing. I think a lot of fans saw them as being 
kindred spirits, two people who were very 
you know, outcasts who came into their own, 
really And the other thing, obviously J.K. 
Rowling said that Neville goes on to marry 
Hannah Abbott, but he’s only 17 years old at 
this point, and he could have a little thing 
with Luna. They seem to match, don’t they, at 
that early stage when they’re at school? 

A iot of the media attention surrounding this 
movie is the fact that you and Neville grew 
up to be not-so-nerdy. 

Yeah. 

What do you make of all that? 

I’m struggling with it, to be honest. I don’t 
know what to make of it. It’s very over- 
whelming. I can’t wait to return home and 
retreat to relative obscurity again. I’m going 
to go lock myself in my house for some time. 
Teah, I know, it’s, I think everybody’s been 
caught up in the end-of-“Harry Potter” 
delirium. And I think everybody’s going to 
very soon realize that I’m very very average- 


looking and, yeah. I’m a fraud. 

How about you. What’s next? 

I’ve got a few meetings and stuff in London 
when I get back. And there’s a couple of 
scripts I’m reading, but yeah, I don’t know, 
it’s just, I just want to act, really I want to 
stay in the industry 

Were you sad that Neville wasn’t mentioned 
in the epilogue? 

It was a shame he wasn’t mentioned in the 
final cut, but I think most people know what 
he’s up to. He’s Herbology professor. I think 
most people know that. 

And do you think that suits him? 

I do. Down to aT. 

What are the steps you take to become 
Neville? 

I had a fat suit for a few years, false teeth, 
plastic they stuck behind my ears to push my 
ears out. There was avast array of interesting 
cardigans. There was ridiculous hair— I look 
like Adolf Hitler in one of the films. 

Just so you know, last night, when Neville 
slayed the snake, he got a big round of ap- 
plause from the audience. 

Yeah! You know, he’s a great character and I 
feel very proud to be able to play him. And 
that moment for him was so nice and [direc- 
tor] David ^tes captured it perfectly I’m 
glad he’s— Neville— is getting the response 
he deserves. 

Definitely, Neville was the comic reiief in this 
last movie. 

Well, we tried. ... You have to find that bal- 
ance with Neville. Because he’s now this 
hero, we didn’t want him to come out and be 
Rambo, because he’s not. He’s still Neville 
Longbottom, he’s still making a mess of stuff, 
but he’s trying his hardest. And that’s what 
we wanted to find there. 

And he’s stiii wearing his terrible sweaters. 

He likes his knitwear.

YcSj that was Abed you spotted Friday 
at the Pitchfork Music Festival 
“Community” star and Chicago native 
Danny Pudi took in a few shows while 
visiting his mother before filming 
begins on the NBC comedy’s third 
season. 

Pudi also met with students at 
Second City and guest-starred on the 
season premiere of the extremely fun 
“The Late Live Show with Joe Kwac- 
zala” at Second City 

Fm sure Pudi did much more while 
in town, but I wasn’t stalking the guy! I 
did catch him at “The Late Live Show,” 
where he talked about playing pop 
culture savant Abed and working on 
“Community” in general. It reflected 
a phone conversation we had a few 
weeks ago, when he was “getting into 
Season 3 mental space.” 

Are you ready for Season 3 to begin? 

I’m really excited. It’s crazy to look 
back and think we’ve already done 49 



episodes. And they’re so different and 
unique in many ways. It’s one thing we 
talk about on our show; even though 
it’s been two seasons, we all feel like 


they’re dog years and we’ve been on 
the show for 14 years already just 
because of how much we’ve done and 
how far we’ve gone. 

Are you surprised you’ve made it 
to 49 eplsodes-lhat you survived?

The answer is yes. [Laughs.] I’m 
surprised; I’m shocked by all of this.

SYDNEY It’s got a big yellow dog, sharks and 
a dead dugong— and you couldn’t make it up. 

Video footage of a dog attacking a shark 
under water near the Australian coast has 
gone viral. 

The footage shows two dogs swimming in 
the ocean near the West Australian town of 
Broome, about 1,025 miles northeast of Perth. 

The dogs appear to be herding several 
sharks toward shore, when one suddenly 
ducks under the water and attacks a shark. 

“The dog is biting the shark,” Russell 
Hood-Penn says in the voice-over as he video- 
taped the incident. “That is unbelievable. I’ve 


seen it all now” 

Hood-Penn placed the footage on You- 
Tube, where it has been viewed more than 
1.4 million times. 

When the camera pans out, a dead dugong 
(a large marine mammal similar to a manatee) 
can be seen beached on the shore and Hood- 
Penn speculates that is the reason the sharks 
are circling so close to shore. 

At the end of the video the dog emerges 
from the ocean and shakes the water from its 
fur. 

There was no word on the fate of the shark, 
but he probably lost a little ocean cred among 
his buddies.

1 . Strain cherries from cherry lemonade. 
Combine rye and cherries in a large nonreac- 
tive container. Cover; let steep at least 1 hour or 
overnight. Add lemonade to the cherries and 
rye; allow to rest for 20 minutes. 

2 . For each serving, pour rye lemonade into a 
chilled, ice-filled Collins glass. Add some of the 
rye-soaked cherries. Garnish with lemon wheel. 

Note: For cherry lemonade, adapt basic lemon- 
ade recipe, adding cherries to lemon syrup to 
soak unrefrigerated for 3 hours or overnight; 
add more lemon syrup to taste.
